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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 

General Revenue receipts for the month of June continued to show weakness both in 
corporate income tax and sales and use tax, although overall General Revenue figures 
would appear at first glance to be strong. . 

Year end figures showed moderate growth in total revenue received by the State of 
Missouri in fiscal year 1980, an increase of 8.8% or $149,810,805, compared to an increase 
of 16% in fiscal year 1979. 

Reflecting the impact of the current recession on the State of Missouri, sales tax re- 
ceipts have continued to decline in the month of June, posting their fifth straight month to 

month decline since February of this year. A major component of the sales tax figure, 
motor vehicle sales tax, continues to support this decline, showing a decline from June of 
1979 to June of 1980 of 63.7%. One must, though, take into consideration that one-half of 
the motor vehicle sales tax is presently being transferred to the Missouri Department of 
Highways and Transportation, a transfer that has been occurring since January of this 
year. 

Individual income tax, for the month of June, compared to June of last year, posted 
an increase of over 36.2%. However, with Missouri unemployment possibly surpassing 
May’s 6.6% rate and looking at sales tax and corporate income tax receipts for June of this 
year, it is extremely doubtful that this figure accurately represents the strong growth in 
personal income that it might otherwise indicate and should not be used in forecasting. 
Total individual income tax for fiscal year 1980, compared to fiscal year 1979, repre- 
sents 14.3%. 

Corporate income tax receipts posted a decline in June compared to June of last year 
of 13.5%. This decline in the month to month comparison reflects the second such decline 
in fiscal 1980. However, corporate receipts showed a modest overall increase for fiscal year 
1980, compared to 1979, approximately 8.7%.
